The slogan, “Victory Through 
Prayer Power” contains the truth. 
The ultimate victory in any area 
of life rests with our ability to 
understand God’s way of doing 
things and His will for our co-op¬ 
eration with Him. This .way is 
learned through contact with Him. 
Contact with God is known as 
prayer. In the true sense then, 
victory must come through prayer 
power. 

Contact with God or prayer is 
not confined to a specific act, a 
particular place, or a specified po¬ 
sition of body. Prayer, in reality, 
is an attitude toward life. 

It is the facing of life in all of 
its aspects with the realization that 
God is everywhere present in all 
things. We are in significant pray¬ 
er when we face our work with 
our minds, our talents, and our 
strength, aware and open to His 
inspiration, His guidance and His 
creative power. 

This kind of praying can reach 
farther than we might dream. It 
can effect world peace. Years ago, 
a Chinese stowed away on a tramp 
steamer from Boston to South Car¬ 
olina. The captain, a man of pray¬ 
er, feeling a concern for Charlie 
taught him the story of Jesus and 
prayed that this love might form 
the basis of his life. This faith 
took hold of the boy. 

Graduating from a Southern 
u university, Charlie Soong returned 
fflto China to marry and establish a 
Christian home. Years later his 
daughter sought marriage with a. 
certain young man. The conditions 
were that he must become a Chris¬ 
tian. In sincerity the young man 
investigated and embraced the 
.faith. Today this man, General 
Chiang Kai-shek, is the oriental 
bulwark of Christian democracy 
against the aggressions of athe¬ 
istic communism. The prayers of 
a humble ship captain for a friend¬ 
less Chinese boy have enhanced 
materially the chances for world 
peace. 

Prayer often changes the 
minds and hearts of others when 
nothing else can., A company 
was in great danger of disaster 
from the plans of one of the 
large stockholders, who was in¬ 
tent on self-service/ A director 
of the company in great concern 
and knowing no other recourse, 
turned to prayer. He prayed that 
this stockholder might be given 
a change of heart. At the meet¬ 
ing, to everyone’s surprise, the 
■ stockholder arose and announced 
that he had been in error with 
his former plans and had aban¬ 
doned them. The director“ testi¬ 
fied that, without question, the 
enlisted help through prayer had 
accomplished it. 

One of the finest examples of 
the effect of such praying for per¬ 
sonal guidance is Henry Ford. 
While others at the Detroit Edison 
plant complained of the oppres¬ 
sion of big business, Henry Ford 
worked in his own home. on his 
“horseless carriage.” He said, “I 
felt that God was trying to bring 
into existence a new car and that 
t I was the means through which it 
. might come.”

! Bible and said, “I keep one in 
each room of my home so I’ll not 
have to reach far to have one in 




| my hand. I always felt that there 


}|is a divine presence, a mystical 
iipower that urged me to continue 
$H;o create and creat^ and create.” 

The 37th Psalm speaks of this 
when it says, “Commit your way 
to the Lord; trust in Him, and He 
will act.” A way, you see, leads 
somewhere. If we find His way 
through such praying then it does 
lead us to victory.

At Rose Stadium, the Kilgore 
Rangerettes and band, the Mar¬ 
shall band and a special group of 
clowns with a trick car that raises 
up on its rear wheels will be fea¬ 
tured. 

In 1933 the Rose Festival had 
its modest beginning among a 
group of rose growers, who elected 
a Queen among them and held 
the coronation in Bergfeld Park. 
Every year since then, excepting 
the four war years, the festival 
has grown into a more beautiful 
and spectacular show that brings 
thousands of people the world 
over to Tyler. 

Staging of all Rose Festival 
events this year has been esti¬ 
mated to cost around $50,000, ac¬ 
cording to Frank Bronough, pub¬ 
licity chairman of the festival. 
Half of this is contributed by Ty¬ 
ler citizens. The other half is ob¬ 
tained through ticket sales and 
various events. Ten thousand dol¬ 
lars alone will equip the corona¬ 
tion, with $3,000 to Peter Wolf, 
and another few thousand to the 
orchestra. 

The Rose Festival and all events 
concerning it are held in honor of 
its Queen, Miss Maymerle Shirley. 
Miss Shirley will be crowned at 
the coronation.

Counseling Program 
For Freshmen Begins

An individual counseling pro¬ 
gram that will concern every be¬ 
ginning freshman is in progress 
now. Counseling will be primarily 
on the series of entrance tests tak¬ 
en at the first of the semester. 

Each freshman is assigned a 
faculty counselor whose major is 
in the same field as that planned 
by the student. Upon notification 
by the counselor the student is in¬ 
vited for consultation. 

Copies of Study Habits and at¬ 
titude tests, Kuder preference 
tests (vocation choice) and results 
of other tests along with counsel¬ 
ing keys were processed through 
the office of Mrs. Mary Wallace, 
director of counseling and guid¬ 
ance. She in turn distributed ma¬ 
terial to proper instructors for use 
in* counseling. 

With this material as a *basis, 
^students are given all assistance 
possible on any problem that may 
arise. In addition to the actual 
benefit the student derives from 
the counseling, Mrs. Wallace 
showed further how the student 
and his major instructor reach a 
better understanding and a closer 
relationship. 

Dean E. M. Potter termed the 
series of tests, now in the third 
year at TJC, a vital factor in an 
intensive counseling program “to 
cut down on freshman failures by 
giving increased emphasis on per¬ 
sonal guidance and counseling.” 
Statistics show, he said, that the 
greatest percentage of failures oc¬ 
curs in the first semester of the 
freshman year. 

Registration cards of all fresh¬ 
men were checked for major fields 
and grouped accordingly, prelim¬ 
inary to assignment to faculty 
counselors. 

More students have signed for 
majors in the School of Business 
than in any other division or de¬ 


partment. Engineering - is second, 
with teacher training and the lab 
sciences tying for third. 

Other fields chosen by students 
include fine arts, home economics, 
speech and drama, law and gov¬ 
ernment, agriculture, journalism, 
religious education, psychology, 
sociology, and library science.
